The City does not “give” the C ham ber 
monev as m any people seem to think. 
Such services a s 
publicity (including photography) and convention pro­ 
motion require personal services and these people c a iiv 
on their w ork in the Cham ber of Com m erce offices,

gives rise to the com plaint th a t the City is paying th e 
salaries of C ham ber employes which, of course, is not th e 
case 
By th e sam e token, people working on prom otion 
should riot be called upon to do any general C ham ber 
work w hatever.

There is a wide divergence of opinion a s to w h a t divis­ 
ion of the promotion fund should be m ade betw een pub­ 
licity and advertising. 
The opinion seem s to prevail, 
however, th a t not enough has been devoted to paid new s­ 
paper and m agazine advertising— and this w riter has a l­ 
w ays agreed with th a t school of thought. 
The in terest shown a t the budget hearing is a h ea lth y 
one. 
Such expressions of opinion—w hen personalitites 
are kept o u t— are helpful to both the C ham ber an d th e 
City in guiding them to carry out the wishes of th e peo­ 
ple.

Members of the Coachella Val­ 
ley Planning committee were 
studying two proposals to end 
growing dissatisfaction in the 
desert area over county govern­ 
mental affairs as result of a 
meeting at Indio last week. 
Reports of committees ap­ 
pointed to study the situation 
were heard. 
Alternatives are secession of 
the desert area from Riverside 
county or establishments of a 
charter form of givernment in 
which supervisors are elected at 
large. 
W. R. HILLERY. Cathedral City 
head or the subcommittee study­ 
ing secession, said that he be­ 
lieves the move to withdraw 
from Riverside county is not pos­ 
sible. 
He recited more statistics on 
inequalities which prevailed un­ 
der the present set-up wherein 
the desert area with almost half 
the population and assessed val­ 
uation and most of the area, 
has only one-fifth of the repre­ 
sentation at the county seat. 
Citing a specific case. Hillery 
said that the desert area is pay­ 
ing $5000 of a $12,000 appropria­ 
tion for smudge control—and 
there isn’t a smudge pot in the 
entire area.

Reservation 
Zoning up for 
hearing July 9 


Large Audience 


Expected at City 


Hall W ednesday 
City council next Wednesday 
will meet to consider one of the 
most important steps in expan­ 
sion of Palm Springs in recent 
years when it will hold a public 
hearing on the question of re­ 
zoning Section 14, the Indian 
reservation in the heart of town. 
Recommendations of the city 
planning commission, presented 
after two public hearings In 
May, will be acted upon. 


T H E ZONING involves Indian 
avenue frontage and frontage 
on the new streets being plotted 
through the reservation. It also 
includes a storm channel for 
Tachevah flood waters, the chan­ 
nel crossing the reservation and 
joining the Baristo storm chan­ 
nel near the southern end of the 
section. 
At the May hearings some 
objections were heard on the In­ 
dian avenue frontage plan, the 
protests based on too much busi­ 
ness zoning. 
RECOMMENDATIONS of the 
planners, however, were based 
on equality for both sides of 
Indian avenue. The west side 
in the stretch between Ramon 
road and Alejo is mostly C-3, 
general business, and zoning on 
the east side, or reservation side, 
will conform. It has been zoned 
C-3 for almost its entire mile 
length with the exception of a 
short distance just south of Alejo 
road. 
Provisions for the other streets 
include residential and multiple 
dwelling zones and trailer court 
zones. 


T H E STREET PLAN for the 
reservation provides access to 
city hall properly and the air­ 
port on McCallum way without 
the necessity of the present 
round-about way by way of 
Tamarisk or Ramon road. 
A large gathering is expected 
at city hall for the hearing.

juries have adopted an ex­ 
tremely benevolent attitude 
toward persons who allege to 
have been hurt due to the 
negligence of a city. If a man 
trips over a rake and breaks 
his leg in his own back yard 
the usual remark is that it’s 
too bad but he should have 
watched where he was walk­ 
ing. But if the same man trip­ 
ped over a half inch rise in 
the sidewalk and broke his leg. 
likely as not he'd sue the city 
for $50,000. And the juty will 
say, "Well, he was a bit clum­ 
sy but the city carries in­ 
surance so let’s award him 
$25.000.” 
OBVIOUSLY a jury would 
not make such an award if 
they thought they’d have to 
pay the bill. The general im­ 
pression is that an insurance 
company is a big corporation 
with endless resources and the 
payment of losses has nothing 
whatever to do with the cost 
of insurance. 
Lest you think the hypothe­ 
tical case described above is 
far fetched here is a real one 
that will cause you to give 
heed to the problem. 
In Huntington Beach the city 
has a pier. At the end of the 
pier is a sign which warns 
that diving is not permitted 
except when approved by the 
life guard. The reason . . . the 


water is too shallow when the 
tide is out. Even though the 
life guard warned him and 
swimmers standing on the 
bottom indicated the water 
was shallow, a youth dove in 
struck his head and broke his 
back. Certainly there was no 
negligence on the part of the 
city. Although negligence is 
the only ground on which an 
award can be made, the youth 
sued the city and the court 
awarded him $358,000. Think 
of it, over a third of a million 
dollars. Naturally the city’s 
insurance company has ap­ 
pealed the case. As yet a deci­ 
sion on the appeal has not 
been handed down. 


W H A T D O ES A L L this have 
to do with Palm Springs? As 
the result of such generosity 
by juries, insurance rates paid 
by cities all over the state are 
climbing at astounding rates. 
In some cases the' increase 
has been 400'}?. 
Palm Springs in years past 
has paid less than $1,000 a 
year for public liability insur­ 
ance. Although we are getting 
prices from several companies 
it appears that the premium 
for the coming year will be 
over $0.000. Who pays for these 
increases? Why the taxpayers, 
of course. And among them 
will be the generous Jurors! 
Again we find there is no San­ 
ta Claus. 


Veterans Dividend Checks 
to be Mailed During Month 
Starting in July, streamlined 
service is scheduled by the Vet­ 
erans Administration in the 
mailing of World War II vet­ 
erans’ third GI dividend checks

Tryson, executive director of the 
Los Angeles Community Chest- 
sponsored Veterans Service Cen­ 
ter."Dividend payments are now 
being handled by five district 
officers,” Tryson says. "And as 
each office varies in the speed 


of its payments, VA officials are 
hopeful that by July they can 
begin disbursing checks in the 
anniversary month in which the 
insurance was inaugurated. 
"Because the 
majority 
of 
policyholders have 
requested 
cash payments of their divi­ 
dends, veterans who • wish to 
have their dividends applied to 
paymeht of future premiums 
must send a written request to 
this effect to their district of­ 
fice."
